Last  year  in  the  five  states  of 
Iowa,  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  North 
Dakota  and  South  Dakota,  the 
Veterans  Administration  paid  out 
more  than  $100,000,000  via  over 
,000,000  pay  checks  going  to  a 
record-breaking  total  of  more 
than  72,000  student-veterans.  A 
task  of  like  or  even  greater 
enormity  faces  us  again  this  year. 

Accomplishing  the  task  is  a 
three-fold  job  involving  the  veter¬ 
an,  the  college  and  the  VA.  If  any 
one  of  the  three-man  team 
fumbles  the  ball,  the  goal 
prompt  and  accurate  payments 
will  not  be  achieved.

1  have  no  intention  of  giving 
the  impression  that  the  VA  will 
come  up  with  a  perfect  perform¬ 
ance.  We  have  made  and  we  are 
likely  to  make  mistakes,  for  most 
of  our  work  is  done  by  people, 
not  machines.  But,  we  believe  the 
errors  involving  the  human  ele¬ 
ment  will  be  held  to  a  minimum, 
and  we  are  making  a  determined 
effort  to  use  every  device  we  can 
think  of  to  give  services. 

Unless  we  secure  the  complete 
cooperation  of  the  school  and  the 
veteran,  however,  y/e  cannot  suc¬ 
ceed. 

The  school  must  do  its  part  as 
a  member  of  the  team  by  prompt¬ 
ly  providing  full  and  accurate  en¬ 
rollment  information  on  every 
veteran  who  is  to  be  entered  on 
the  VA  subsistence  rolls.  We  fully 
realize  that  the  huge  enrollment 
involves  many  burdensome  ad¬ 
ministrative  problems,  but  we  are 
confident  that  your  school  offi¬ 
cials  will  continue  to  do  every¬ 
thing  possible  to  expedite  the 
processing  of  veterans'  records.

everything  possible  to  give  veter¬ 
an-students  the  very  best  of  ser¬ 
vice,  Although  it  is  true  that  we 
have  fewer  employees  than  q  year 
ago,  owing  to  financial  limitations, 
most  of  the  remaining  workers  are 
better  trained,  and  short  cuts 
have  been  adopted  which  are 
designed  to  hold  "paper  work"  to 
an  absolute  minimum.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  we  are  resorting  to  emer¬ 
gency  measures  such  as  halting 
or  slackening  work  of  other  de¬ 
partments  so  that  every  available 


plete  and  clear  information  on 
every  application  form  and  by 
reporting  promptly  any  change  in 
address  or  change  in  dependency 
slatus.  And  here  are  some  factors 
the  veteran-student  should  keep 

1.  In  most  capes,  the  veteran 
who  enrolled  properly  during 
September,  and  whose  enrollment 
is  properly  certified  to  the  VA  by 
the  college,  should  receive  his  first 
subsistence  check  early  in  Novem- 


2.  A  subsistence  check  cannot 
be  paid  in  “advance;”  it  is  a  pay¬ 
ment  for  a  completed  period  of 
study — generally  30  days.  Checks 
are  mailed  about  the  first  of  each 
month,  covering  allowances  due 
for  the  previous  month.  There¬ 
fore,  a  veteran  enrolling  after  the 
first  of  September  normally 
would  not  receive  his  check  until 
early  November,  and  subsequent 
checks  would  follow  at  regular 
monthly  periods.  The  first  check, 
incidentally,  will  include  payment 
for  both  October  and  the  abbre¬ 
viated  period  in  September. 

3.  The  law  precludes  the  for¬ 
warding  address  of  any  govern¬ 
ment  check  from  one  address  to 
another.  If  the  veteran  has  moved 
without  notifying  the  VA,  the 
postoffice  returns  the  check  to  the 
Treasury  department,  where  it  is 
held  in  suspense  until  new  ad¬ 
dress  information  is  supplied  by 
the  veteran. 

4.  Because  of  the  vast  clerical 
task  involved  in  writing  and  mail¬ 
ing  thousands  of  checks,  it  is 
physically  impossible  to  distribute 
all  checks  on  the  same  day.  Checks 
ordinarily  should  not  be  con¬ 
sidered  overdue  until  at  least  the 
fifth  day  of  the  month.  Because 
of  this  factor,  the  veteran  is  re¬ 
quested  not  to  contact  the  VA 
office  until  after  the  fifth  of  the 
month.  Premature  calls  mean  ty¬ 
ing  up  many  employees  in  in¬ 
dividual  tracing  endeavors  at  :i 
time  when  they  should  be  on  the 
production  line  giving  better  ser¬ 
vice  to  all  veterans. 

I  am  confident  that  we  can 
work  together  to  solve  the  prob¬
